The fcidc 
is»ues and interest enge-ndrre.l by the 
poht'c-i! campaign are dead and forgotten 
and the milling indn»try, the once parman- 
ent renouree and mainstay of the vlaoe, is 
again engrossing the undivided attention of 
the population. 


The hpuvy drafts of men in the Gold Hill 


mines would, in themselves, be a serious 
weight ufon the tunporary prosperity of 
the lode, without the addition of unfavor- 
able conditions in Con.
